K 12 of Arms, and one of the Gentlemen- 
Uſhers on the Lefc Rand, ſupplying the 
piace of the Wiher of the Black-Rod 3 the 
Lord Mayor attended by four Servants, 
an each of the other by 2 Servants. 

Then the King ina rich Coach of State, ac- 
companied by Prince George, with the Gentle- 
man of the Bedchamber in waiting, and at- 
tended on each fide by His Majeſty's Equeries, 
Footmey, and the Yeomen of the Gaard, led 
by their Officers, and followed by His Maje- 
ſty's 1.ife-Guards, and a long Train of Coach- 
es with fix Horſes of the Great Officers, No- 
bility and others, according to their reſpe&ive 
Degrees, Ranks and Qualities, in the ſame Or- 
der as they came irom Greerwich. 

The Street were lined and guarded in Sonuth- 


 wark by the Militia of Srrey, aſſiſted by the 


Militia of the Tower Hamlets ; from the Bridge 
to Walbrook by 3 Regiments of the City Mili- 
tia ; From thence to St. Pans Church- yard by 
the Liveries of the ſeveral Companies with 
their Banners and Enſigns diſplayedd; and from 
thence to Temple-Rar by the other 3 Regi- 
ments of the Gity ; and thence to Whitehall by 
the Militia of Mddle/ex,and His Majeſty's own 
Guards i; the City Conduits running with 
Wine all the while. 

Thus the Proceeding moved to Whitchal 
Gate, only the Lord Mayor, accompanied 
as before by Gartar and the Uſher of the 
Black Rod, attended his Majeſty to the 
Foot of the Stairs in Whitehall leading np 
to the Guard Chamber, where humbly tak- 
ing leave of His Majeſty, his Lordſhip and 
the Aldermen wereconduRed inro the Lodg- 
ings, and Treated with a Noble Supper by 
my Lord Steward. 

The Balcanies and Windows were ador- 
ned with rich Hangings and Tapeſtries, and 
crouded with infinite Numbers of SpeQtators 
and all the Streets as His - > "oak rang, 

oy. 

At the Eaſt end of St. Paul's were placed 
the Hoſpital Boys, one of which made a con- 
gratulatory Oration to His Majeſty. - 

The whole Ceremony was performed with 
great Order : The Cannon at the Tower - 
were diſcharged at His Majeſties taking 


' Coach, and at His paſſing over the Bridge ; 


His Majefties Fogt Guards gave 3 Volleys 
in St. Fames's-Park; and the Evening cqn- 
cluded with Bonefires, Illuminations, Rihg+ 
ing of Bells, and all other ' Demonſtrations 
of Dutiful Aﬀe&ion to His Majeſty's Sacred 
Perſon and Government. . | 
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
